SEX NOT PLAYTHING, 
DECLARES SPEAKER 


“Child Is Heaven Sent Re- 
sponsibility” and Must 
Be Received as Same 


Declaring that woman was 
‘set by her Creator for one task, 
and one only,’’ and that she is! 
not fitted today for the physical 
demands of parenthood, Dr. H. 
Burton Logie, in an address on 
‘The Prevention of Nervous 
Diseases in Children’’, before an 
audience of over 225 people, in| 
the McKay Avenue School last | 
night, ereated a distinct sensa- 
tion when he supplemented his 
statements with the assertion: 
‘*When one sees her enter the 
race against another sex, one 
feels that all that is left of her 
is her petticoat!’’ 

Asserting that woman's savage 
progenitor had instincts which 
“were not so distorted that sex was 
but a plaything,” Dr. Logie said that 
if the prehistoric female did not re- 
cognize a child as a “Heaven-sext 
responsibility, sne at least did not 


receive it into timorous and rebel- 
lious arms.”

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THE STUPID WAY 


I know of no more stupid way to correct a child than striking 
him. We make plenty of mistakes. The task is so big and the 
way so hidden and confused that the wisest of us can be pardoned, 
for erring, but for this mistake there can be no pardon. 

The more 1 see of it the surer I am that it is not only a mis. 
take but that it is the very gravest offense against childhood, It 
cures no wrong but it creates many, It injures deeper than the 
power of-any blow to injure, the spirit of the child who is struck, 
and it injures past understanding the mind and the spirit of the 
one who strikes. ‘ 

For the person who strikes a child either does it in hot anger 
and is but relieving his pent-up energy on a helpless serap of 
humanity, or he deliberately pleases himself by inflicting hurt 
upon one who cannot strike in return. 

There isn’t the slightest bit of truth, to my mind, in the 
statement that ‘I’ have to do this because it is my duty and it 
pains me more than it does you.’’ If it pained him more than 
it pained his victim he would not so pain himself. Take a good 
look at this sort of martyr and see if you can remember when 
last you saw him sacrificing himself for the good of the race. 

It’s just an casy way out for the unthinking and very ex- 
citeable people like the mother who stands chatting with a friend 
and forgets the youngster only to discover him in the roadway 
with @ tooting motor bearing down upon him. Once he is safely 
returned to her she falls upon him and beats him, thereby allow- 
ing an escape for her overtried nerves. 

It’s stupid because it does more harm than good. ‘An intelli 
gent child is made to fear those about him until he smothers his 
intelligence to the point where it does not draw down the wrath 
of the grown-up with the rod. If he smothers it too often it stays 
smothered. A child constantly in fear of a slap or a whipping for 
some childish mistake or misdeed will not grow normally either 
in body or spirit. Punishment of that sort never stimulated a 
growing mind or inspired an wifolding spirit.. 


It’s a stupid way to discipline children once they beeome} 


accustomed to that sort of thing they will obey only under its 
compulsion. ‘Jimmy, your mother’s eallin’ you.’’ 

‘*Has she the strap?’’ 

**No.”’ 

‘“*Then I won't go. She can’t do anything.’’ 

Imagine such a relationship between a child and his mother. 
That is what it comes to in the long run. Slapping, beating, 
frightening children is stupid and dangerous and wicked.

‘The par 
ticular plant boasting this attraction is no end 
proud of its reputation. 

The ghost at the salmon cannery is Chinese 
It appears intermittently, but seldom during the 
rush season. It was taking a holiday when our 
party visited the place but we heard all about 
it, and this is the tale so far as it goes: 

Wu Fang, « humble fish-slicer, was in love 
with a pretty little girl 1p the packing shed 
named Tsui Li who had another suitor, a kind 
of rolling stone, Belf-sailor hait-tramp, called Joe, 
also Chinese. (Nobody ever knew the rest of 
his pame.) Tsul Li loved the fish-slicer but 
couldn't resist an occasional flirtation with the

This particular cannery was ene of the larg 
est of its kind, and typical. it lay on a narrow

couple of Chinese women whose task {t was 
to open the trunks, clean them out and swish 
them around in water, There are of course more 
up-to-date canneries where the fish are fed one 


by one into a machine, almost human, that 
removes head and tail and cleans the trunk, 
all with great rapidity, a machine called “The 
lron Chinaman.” From the “Chinaman” the 


trunks proceed on a conveyor belt to the wash- 
ing troughs where they are scrubbed by hand. 
This is known as sliming. But in our can- 
nery two women did this cleaning and then 


threw the trunks into the slicer from which 
they emerged in chunks of a size suitable for 
canning. Next, the pieces were treated to a

IR ESMH HOWARD, the new British am- 

bassador, has arrived at Washington, and 

already, according to the reports, he has 
won even the hearts of the toughest democrats. 
He came protesting his strangeness. With the 
innocence born of thirty-eight years of distin- 
guished diplomatic service, he candidly threw 
himself upon the mercy of the press. They made 
up for the welcome leiter that probably was not 
waiting at his residence on Connecticut avenue 
from Premier MacDonald. 


The joke, they say, is against the new British 
premier, Since the jokester is Lord Curzon, it 
is probable that even Mr. MacDonald, although 
possessed of a real sense of humor, scarcely ap- 
preciates it. The flavor of autocracy pervades 
it too strongly. 

With the appointment of Sir Esme, even 
while the handwriting on the wall spelled the 
doom of the Baldwin administration, Lord Cuf- 
zon struck a last “dirty” blow for the regular 
diplomatic service against the interlopers. What 
was said in Labor circles about the foreign min- 
ister of a moribund administration just about 
to quit office who had the audacity to rush 
through an appointment so important as the re- 
presentative of the king’s constitutional advisers 
at Washington has yet to be told. 


But, after Lord Curzon was done, it did not 
matter what anybody said. In reality, he had 
chosen Mr. MacDonald’s most important am- 
bassador for him, and he had taken care that he 
‘was an aristocrat of the aristocrats, a champion 
of the old school of secret diplomacy against 
which the new Labor premier has given his fiat. 

Thus the appointment of Sir Esme has been 
touched by drama. The prospect of a Soclalistic 
budget was sufficiently alarming, but in the for- 
eign office over which the Marquis of Curzon 
presided as high priest, as a distinguished Brit- 
ish journalist has described it, a Labor cabinet 
appointing defeated communists to vacant em- 
bassies was an unutterable nightmare. After 
wild appeals to King George, similar to those 
made to Louis XVI of France, to stand by his 
class, had been made in vain, it was decided to 
save at least 1800 Connecticut avenue from the 
wreck. The resignation of Sir Auckland Geddes 
was accepted promptly, and within a couple of 
hours, with unprecedented haste, the name of 
his successor was announced. 

All this does not mean in the least degree 
that Sir Esme is not probably the best man 
that could have been appointed to the job. Kar) 
Balfour, a diplomat of the old echool if there 
ever was one, “put it over” to a surprising de 
gree at Washington. Among even the most 
democratic of Americans there seems to be a 
particular fondness for the British aristocrat 
who knows how to mix, 

Nobody will question Sir Esme’s ability in 
that respect. Like hie wife, the most complete 
example of Anglo-Italian nobility, he is an aris- 
tocrat to his finger tips. 

The American press may well contrast the 
present ambassador to the late James Bryce. 

He is an Englishman and not a Scotsman. 
He is a noble by descent and not a commoner. 
He is a man of the world and not a scholar. He 
is a Catholic and not a Protestant. He is a 
trained diplomat, which Bryce was not. And 
the only point where he closely resembles Bryce 
is his politics. In 1892 he stood for parliament 
as a Gladstonian Liberal, but was defeated. 

It was to win his wife that he entered the 
Roman church in 1898, 

Now 60 years of age, Sir Esme can look back 
on strenuous years of service since he began to 
“read” for the diplomatic service even as a 
boy at Harrow. 

Not only did he pass his written examina- 
tion, but he emerged successful from that severe 
test, the oral inquiry into social position, priv- 
ate means and personal accomplishment, which 
ushers the candidate into the sacred hierarchy 
of the British foreign office. 

His elder sister bad become the second wife

When that little business was concluded, 
he acted as Oonsul-General of Crete, in the

Mediterranean, where he lived from 1903 to 
1908, Thence he was promoted to be counselor 
of Embassy at Washington, where he lived until 
1908, After that he had three yoars at Buda 
pest; two years In Switzerland, where he was 
minister; six years in Sweden, where he sue 
ceeded Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, who had been pro 
moted ambassador to the United States; and 
finally Sir Kame Howard found himself ambas 
sador to Spain.
